Darwin’s Lindy 
gets life for 
killing baby 

DARWIN. Australia, Oct. 29 f Agencies) 
Lindy Chamberlain, who claimed that a 
dingo (wild dog) killed her nine-week-old 
daughter Azaria, was convicted by a j ury Fri- 
day of murdering the baby and was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 

Her husband Michael, 38. a Seventh Day 
Adventist minister, who had denied helpmg 
her dispose of Azaria's body, was found 
gvOty of being an accessory after the fact and 
foces up to two years in jail. He was 
remanded in custody pending sentendng on 
Monday. 

The bizatre murder trial has grabbed the 
nation's attention in the midst of Australia's 
worst economic recesrion in 50 years. 

After the jury returning an unanimous 
guilty verdict. Justice James Muirbead told 
Lindy Chamberlain: “There is only one sen- 
tence I can pass on you. That sentence is you 
will be imprisoned with hard labor, for life." 
She showed no emotion but her husband 
slowly shook his head from side to side. Her 
face tear-stained, she was driven from the 
court to Berrbnab Prison on the outskirts of 
Darwin.

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t+Dollar 
surges to 

new high 

LONDON, Oct. 29 (R) — The U.S. dollar 
Friday surged to new 1982 highs against 
other major currencies on foreign exchange 
markets. 

With no new factors to influence the rise, 
dealers said the dollai's continuing strength 
was due to the aitraciions of high U.S. inter- 
est rates that offer a better return for invei- 
tors than available in other currencies. The 
dollar was quoted at a 14-monih high 
2.5655 West German marks, a record high of 
7.2.50U French francs and 1.468 Italian lira 
and at a fiw-year high of S 1.6730 to the 
pound sterling. 

It also touched a five-and-a-half year high 
of 277.40 against the Japanese yen and 
gained ground against other currencies. The 
dollar hit a record high of 117.55 Spanish 
pesetas after the Socialist vicio^ in national 
elections, but dealers said trading was rela- 
tively quiet and the election result had little 
effect. 

The dollar has appreciated more than 2o 
percent against the peseta since the end oi 
last year, dealers said. 

More graves 
come to light 

BUENOS AIRES. Oct. 29 (AFP) — Civil 
rights groupshere have identified more mass 
graves in .Argentina similar to those in north 
Buenos Aires where the remains of 400 vic- 
tims of government repres.rion in the seomd 
half of the 1970s were uncovered last week, 
civil rights sources said Thursday. 

They added that dozens of people who van- 
ished during the 1976 to 1979 civil strife in 
this country were “interred illegally" in sec- 
tions of cemeteries at La Plate. Buenos Aires 
province'scapital, nearby Lomas dc Zamora, 
and General Villagas. near Pampa. Witnesses 
said that numerous bodies were buried there 
in ^ves marked, “killed in the course of 
military confrontations." 

The cxistencr of the Buemw Aires m-iss 
grave was revealed Iasi Friday. The civil 
rights organizations believe up to 30.000 
political opponents or mere su^cts were 
abducted by the military regime during the 
repression and most were telicvcd li'i haw 
been killed. 

US, planning 
new N-weapons 

NEW YORK. OcL 29 (AFP) — American 
nuclear spedalists are already planning for a 
new type of atomic weapon which cun be 
targeted more selectively and whose secon- 
dary effects will be minimal. The New York 
Times wrote Friday. 

Quoting Pentagon experts, a scientific 
adviser to Preadent Ronald Reagan :tnd 
research workers from a laborati>ry in 
California, the paper said the. new wcap(.>ns 
would Jbnn the “tbiidgeneration" of nuclear 
arms after hydrogen and atom bombs, and 
guided missiles. The weapons may be defen- 
sive or offensive but experts emphasized that 
they were mainly being considered For 
defense of strate^ctar^tsand U.S. ctvili.xn^. 

Weapons envisaged include bombs able to 
create a large electro-magnetic field capable 
of destroying enemy commuiucations sys- 
tems. or again, laser beams capable through 
atomic explosions of destroying hostile mis- 
szles. The neutron bomb, which has a l<^w 
blast effect but which kills living creaturc.s. is 
conadered the forerunner of this third gene r- 
ation of weapons.

Israel expects Draper to know by the end 
of next week when and how negotiations will 
begin, the officiai said. One idea was to revise 
a joint Israeli-Lebanese military committee 
formed last .August touversee the evacuation 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
from Beirut. Political represymativesof both 
sides could be added to the commircee. he 


.M.ADRJD. Oct. 29 (AP) — Spain's Social- 
ists staged a triumph return to power Thurs- 
day, winning an outright majority in parlia- 
mem 43 years after Gen. Franco drove them 
from power. 

“ Democracy and the Spanish people were 
the winners," Socialist leader Felipe Gon- 
zalez and the nation's new permier told 
cheering supponers at a Madrid hotel. 
Across town, in the Plaza Mayor, tens of 
thousands celebrated with shouts of “viva 
espans." waved Spanish flags and danced. 
Gonzalez' victory climaxed a tense three- 
week campaign which began with a govern- 
ment announcement that a group of rightw- 
ing army men had been caught plotting to 
seize power on election eve. 

Adding to the tension was a series of explo- 
sions in Spain's independence-minded Bas- 
que country. Two more blasts on election day 
injured two policemen. 

Bui on election night, tension was replaced 
by jubilation for Gonzalezf Socialist Workers 
Parry. Campaigning on a moderate ftiaeform 
of public spending without mass nationaliza- 
tion. the S^ialistswon46 percent of the vote' 
and 198 of 350 seats in the lower bouse. The 
pany' s nearest rival was the rightwing Popu- 
lar Alliance ( AP), led by Manuel Fraga, 59. a 
hardline minister under Gen. Francisco 
Franco. The alliance took 104 seats and 25 
percent of the vote. 

Election officials said 79.5 percent of the 
nation'526.6 million registered voters turned 
out. eclipsing even the exhuberant response 
to 1 977 elections. Spain' s first after nearly 40 
years of Franco's authoritarian rule. The 
turnout in 1979 elections 68 percent. 

Thursday's results were a disastrous blow 
to the political center. The Popular Alliance, 
part of a tiny bloc of nine seats in the last 
Cortes, emerged as Spain's principal opposi- 
tion party. But the ruling Union of the 
Democratic Center (UCD) of outgoing 
Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo — 
who called the elections five months early as 
bis centrist coalition began to fracture — got 
only 7.2 percent of the vote; In place of the 
168 seats it had after 1979, the UCD was 
reduced to 13, and Calvo Sotelo himself was 
swept away in the tide. 

The otl^r main centrist grouping, the 
Democratic and Social Center (CDS), led by 
former Premier Adolfo Suarez, won two 
seats. The results were a vast disappointment 
to CarriUo’s Communists, who fell from 10.8 
percent and 23 seats to 3.8 percent and 5 
seats, and the far-right Fuerza Nueva Party, 


which lost its only seat. A variety of small and 
regional parties split 28 seats. 

But for Gonzalez, the son of an Andalii- 
cian, dairy farmer, Thursda/ s elections were 
the culmination of an eight- year campaign to 
raise the Socialist Workers Party from the 
status of an outlawed Marxist group to a 
moderate but dominating force in national 
affairs. After taking over the party leadership 
in 1974. when it was still flleeal in Spain and 
its top figures were in. exile.Tionzaiez strip- 
ped the party platform of radical planks for a 
program based on a job-creation plan he 
hopes will put 800.P00 Spaniares to work 
over four. years and cut an unemployment 
rate of nearly 14.5 percent. 

The socialists' only mention of nationaliza- 
tion in their program is in the .area of electri- 
cal utilities.“Sp3in votes forachan^." head- 
lined the Bilbao independent newspaper 
Tribma Vasea, But Gonzalez says he luows 
well the limits of change in post-Franco 
Sp^, where the army only reluctantly 
returned power to civilian hands after 
Franco's death in 1975 — and only at the 
.insistence of King Juan Carlos, a principal 
architect of the 1978 constitution. 

in Febhiaiy 1981, it was Juan Carlos' 
opposition that crushed a rebellion by db* 
gniniled civil guardsmen who seized the 
Cortes and held deputies at gunpoint for 18 
hours. 

The uprisings leader, Lt. Col. Antonio 
Tejero, was jailed for 30 years. From his 
prison cell, he launched a new rightist party, 
Spanish Solidarity. The party polled only 
25,000 votes and failed to win a single seat 
Thuisday. 

Spain's last socialist premier, Juan Negrin, 
fled to France during the 1936-39 civil war 
between Franco's rightists and supporters of 
the republic.

300 Nigerians 
die in clashes 

LAGOS. Oct. 29 (R; — Some 300 persons 
are now feared to have been killed when 
extremists rioted in the north-eastern 
Nigerian city of Maiduguri Tuesday. Radio 
Nigeria reported Friday. 

TTie radio, broadcasting from the northern 
city of Kaduna and monitored in Lagos, said 
the mortuary at Maidugurf s general hospital 
was full. Hundreds of anxious men and 
women were besieging the hospital to iden- 
tify' dead relatives, the radio added. 
Maiduguri remained tense with sporadic 
shooting heard from the scene of the rioting 
in a suburb now declared a danger zone, it 
said. 

The airport remained closed and all roads 
into Maiduguri. some I.2(K) kilometers from 
Lagos, were sealed off by heavily armed 
para-military p«»llcc the radio reptiited.

Wave of rioting 
sweeps India 

NEW'DELHI, Oct. 29 (AFP) — Hindu- 
Muslim riots were Friday reported to have 
spread to new areas in India's western 
Gujarat and eastern Bihar sutes, after killing 
five persons in the past two days in the west- 
ern city of Baroda. 

In Gujarat, troops were patrolling Baroda 
and an indefinite curfew was 'imposed at 
Himatnagar 880 kilometers further nonh, 
following looting and arson Thursday ni^L 
Che Press Trust of India (PTl) said. 

The Baroda clashes, which also left over 40 
injured, erupted Wednesday night when a 
Muslim festival procession was attacked. 
Police imposed a curfew and made a house to 
house search for weapons. Bui the situation 
Friday was well under control, with no fresh 
violence reported, the state-owned AO India 
Radio said. 

In Bihar, state police were Friday on max- 
imum alert in all the clash-prone towns. 
These included Raxual, bordering NepaL 
where PTl said over 32 persons were injured 
when acid was thrown at a religious proces- 
sion Thursday. 

Rioting also broke out in Gaya and the 
north Bihar town of Motibaii, PTl said. In 
Gaya, a religious congregation was attacked 
with home-made bombs which injnred at 
least 1 2 persons. One person was arrested. 

4 killed in Bangladesh 

DHAKA, Oct. 29 (AFP) — Four fwisons 
were killed and 20 others, including 14 
policemen, were injured 'm violent clashes 
with unruly crowds during a religious cere- 
mony in northern Bangladesh early Thurs- 
day, official sources said Friday. 

A government statement said two persons 
were killed at Saidpur, about 270 kilometers 
from here, when police opened fire in self- 
defense on demonstrators who damaged 
government property and set a police bar- 
racks on fire. 


attitude to the North Atlantic Tr^ty Or^- 
izatidn. said they were optimistic about the- 
country’s future under Socialist leader Felipe 
Gonzalez. 

In Moscow, the Soviet news agency Tass 
expressed general satisfaction with the elec- 
fioD ontccMne. reporting it as a crushing 
defeat over extreme rightwing forces. Euro- 
pean Common Market offices in Brussels 
said the Socialist victoiy would make little 
di^rence to tough negotiations on Spain's 
entry into the community. 

French officials said fliey were delighted at 
the Spanish election results and s^ it was a 
consolidation of a swing to the left in south- 
ern Europe over the past 18 months. But 
dif^omats in Paris said the two hugest points 
of contention in Franco-Spanisfa relations — 
Spain’s European Community membership 
and the treatment of Basque separatists were 
likely to remain. 

NATO officials Brussels said the Socialist 
victory could have a greater impact on 
Spain's future role in t^ Atlantic alliance 
than on its bid to enter the European com- 
munity. The socialists are pledged to bold a 
referendum on membership of NATO which 
Spain joined only six months ago. 

Spain's Western allies sought to play down ' 
the dangers of future military interference in 
the democratic process. Their firm expres- 
aons of congratulations for Gonzalez cen- 
tered on reaffirming support for Spanish 
democracy.

Violent storm 
Ms 11, 40 hurt 


RIYADH. Oa. 29 (Agencies) — Eleven 
people were killed and 40 others injured in a 
viotent sandstorm which swent the Al-Khafgi 
region on the bonier of Saudi - .Arabia and 
Kuwait Thursday afternoon, it was 
announced here Friday. 

Saudi Press Agency reported that the 
storm had also destroyed a number of homes. 
The storms wrecked houses in the mea of 
Khafgi rescue operations are still continuing. 

Earlier this year unprecedented rains in the 
Arabian peninsula area killed 500 people in 
South Yemen, on the peninsula's southern 
tip, and resulted in damages estimated at one 
UUioD doQars.

The undersecretaries also recommended 
that GCC countries partic4>ate in iotema- 
tional fairs as one groi^ and that a standing 
Trade Cooperation Committee be set up to 
debate commercial issues. That committee 
would be comprised of the GCC commerce 
ministers themselves. 

Saudi Arat^'s delegation to the meeting 
will be led Commerce Minister Dr. Soli- 
man A. Solaim. It will include two undersec- 
retaries. the dirertor general of the Arab 
Standardization Authority anri other o£G- 
cials. The ministers be^n arriving Friday 
afternoon.

Ahsa cultivation provides 


AHSA, Oa. 29 (SPA) — Ahra's Sand 
Dunes Control Projea covers a total area of 
5.000 heaares, according to a report issued 
Friday by tbe Meadows and Forests Depart- 
ment of the Ministiy of Agriculture and 
Water. 

Tte cultivated area comes up to 100,800 
hectares. It comprises some seven 'mfllion 
local tamarisk trees that constitutes 90 per- 
cent of the plantationL Tbe rest consist of 
quinine, acacia and other varieties. 

Ahsa's sand checking project, whora 
implementation began in 1962, lies in the 
DOitheasteni part of Ahsa oasis. 20 kilomet- 
ers from Hofuf. It constitutes a barrier bet- 
ween the sand dunes and the cultivated areas, 
thus protecting some 20 viOages in Ahsa from 
the sand advance. It has a first defease line, 
and additional stands that run parallel to that 
one. 

Tbe project followed a comprehensive 
study undertaken by the miiustcy on the area 


and tests to choose tbe most suitable ways to . ' . 
combat tbe desertification process. The ' 
mipistty dug trenches and used advanced 
machinery to remove sand dunes or coyer 
them with asphalt and other chemical^ and ^ 
sometimes with mud. It set up ba^rs made- 
of palm tree stems or.cultivated and {rianted 
trees on the dimes.

RIYADH. Oct 29 — While gigantic 
present-day automatic bakeries are chnming 
out bread at the rate of 20,000 loaves an 
hour, small, semi-automatic or manaal bak- 
ing equipment still has it’s place. The market 
for manual equipment in the Kingdom tends 
to be more favorable in smaller towns. 

One of the firms in Riyadh specializing in 
bakery equipment and machinery is Al-Ajaj 
Bakery Machineries. They not only sell bak- 
ery macfaineiy. but they have a bakery of 
their own too. According to them most of the 
enquiries for the small and mediuin-sized 
equipment come from places outside Riyadh 
— places such as Al-Kbaij,- HaiL Gasim and 
others, where the people are getting away 
from the ttaditiojial methods of bread- 
makmg and balding in general. 

The dough kneaders at Al-Ajafs are of 
varioos types and capacities, some of which 
have built-ui timers which automatically stop 
tile kneading at the set time. Big. hytfat^c- 
controlled kneaders have a capacity of up to 
250 kilograms. 

Then tb^ have grinders, (cru^rs) and 
pastcy mixers and machines specifically for 
malting French bread, 

Of tibe multi-pnrpose machines one makes 
(cots and shapes) hambui^rs. shell-shaped 


roHs and sandwich rolls — at the rate of 6000 
per hour — and one is deagned eqredaOy for 
making the ubiquitous sandwidi roll com- 
monly known as “samulf' . 

Soon CO be imported into the Kingdom by 
the Ai-Ajaj firm will be an automatic fi&er 
for cakes and pastries, the fud-pump-like 
machine is made 1^ the Italian compare 
Gaspadn. 

Y.G. Varghese of Al-Ajaj Bakery 
Machineries told Anih News that most of the 
bakeries in Riyadh st31 fill the cake-ciqis and 
do the toiqring with cream by uang the same, 
old mnnMi method. He said, *‘tiie new auto- 
matic equipmeat is a rehilt of intensive and 
e^nsive enquiries by our Managing Direc- 
tor Abdulaziz AI-Ajaj. in Europe.” 

About five years ago. Al-Ajaj were the 
first in Riyadh to introdnee a machine for 
makiag Arabic bread, with a capacrQ' for 
3000 loaves an hour — the bigger ones have a 
capadty of 20.000 loaves in that duration. 

The machine, whidi is made by Nadim 
Wahab-Brotmaschinen of West G e rman y, is 
fully automated: flour-kneading, cutting, 
ferihentation. resting, baking, cooling and 
packing — all are autcxnaticaDy done. 

If 5 a machine thaf s ample to operate.. tit 
can be operated even by an unskilled 
operator who has been given only the basic 
and the barest instructions.” Varghese 
explained.

Oct. 29 (R) — Iran appealed 
Friday to opponents of its government in 
foreign countries to return and help rebuild 
their country. Tehran radio said. 

Xn a gesture of reconciliation toward 
thousands of Iranians who left before and 
after the 1 979 revolution, the speaker of the 
Majlb (parliament) declared that political 
dissents would be forgiven for their past 
enmity toward the Islamic leadership. 

"We have wide-ranging plans for building 
the country and wc need you. Return before 
it is too late..." Hojatoleslam Hashemi Raf- 
saajaai said in an appeal to Iranian exiles at a 
Eriday prayer rally in Tehran. 

This is first time that a hardline clerical 
leader has offered amnesty to Iranian dissi- 
dents with expertise to help them in running 
the country's industry, badly hit by the flight 
of industrialists and lack of experts. In the' 
past the clerical authorities have maintained 
that Iran disapproved of "Westernized, 
indoctrinated people" living in Western 
countries. 

Israeli soldier 
killed in ambush 

TEL AVIV, Oct, 29 f AP) — One Israeli 
soldier was killed and another and two Leban- 
ese civilians were injured Thursday during 
gunfire exchanges between Israeli troops and 
commandos in Lebanon, the military com- 
mand said. 

The soldier was killed when commandos 
ambushed an army %‘ehick' on a road near 
Aley, 8 kms southeast of Beirut, the command 
announced Friday. 

Earlier Thursday an unidentified assailant 
shot an Israeli soldier with a pistol at point- 
blank range. The soldier had been sitting in a 
parked army vehicle in the southern Leban- 
ese port city of Sidon at the time and asoldier 
in ^ vehicle with him returned fire and 
injured two local civilians, but the assailant 
escaped, the command said. 


Qaddafi visits N. Korea 


TOKYO, Oct. 29 (R) -- Libyan leader 
Muammar Qaddafi arrived in Pyongyang by 
special plane Friday for an of^al visit to 
North Korea* the North Korean Central 
News Agency reported.

NATO, Warsaw Pact ignore new war rules

LONDON — 

Five years after 121 countries signed two far- 
reaching agreements to restrict tbe bruiatities of 
modern war, 100 of tbe signatories have still not 
ratified them. The defaulters include neariy all 
members of NATO and tbe Warsaw Pact. These 
facts came to light at a seminar ojganized in London 
last week by tbe Red Cross. 

The Red Cross was conceived by a Geneva dti- 
zen, Henry Duniuit. after be had witnessed the terr- 
ible suffering of those wounded in the Battle of 
Solferino in 1839 between the armies of tbe 
Austrian Empire and France and Kedmont. With 
four other ^nevese he set up a committe that 
invited 12 European nations — to a difrfomatic 
conference. Tlie conference produced the first 
Geneva Conventioo. recognizing the neutrality of 
battlefield medical personnel. 

In 1949 most of tbe world's powers assembled 
once again in Geneva to draw up four new conven- 
tions, extending tbe scope of tte original one and 
fining gaps in international humanhaiiao law that 
had been exposed by World War n. 

The First Geneva Convention still covers the 
condition of wounded and sick in tbe field; the 
second tbatof wounded and shipwrecked at sea; the 
third tbe treatment of prisoneis of war, and the 
fourth tbe war-time protection of civilians. 

Nevertheless, there are gaps in these rules. The 
most prominent are the sufferii^ caused by what 
are techoicallv classified as “indiscriminate 


weapoi^ and the treatment of combatants in 
“irregular,” or guerriOa-type, war. 

In 1977 a further international conference 
resuHed in Uie drawing up of two protocols on these 
matters. Ttese are tbe agreements that, from iner- 
tia or as a result of second thongbts by their sig- 
nafories, remain unratified. 

Tbe first deals with mternatiopal armed conflict, 
that is, war as we generally un^rstand h. Aimed 
particularly at tbe proteetkm of innocent civilians, it 
contains a definitioD of mDitary objectives “objec- 
tives that makes an effective contribution to mflH- 
aty action^' and prohibits attack on other targets. 

Largely at the instance of Thitd World govern- 
meats which were joining in tbe international dis- 
cussion for tbe time, it outlaws attacks on 
“objects essentird to civilian survivaT’ such as food 
and water supplies. It also prohibits the destruction 
of the natural environmentaL.attacks on “danger- 
ous'' targets such as dams and nuclear power-'- 
stations, and indiscriminate and “terror’' attacks 
(which would have a>veredmucb area-bombing of 
civilian targets in Worid War n). 

The second protorol ' deals with "non- 
international armed conflict.'* This is defined as 
conflict between a country’s armed forces and other 
forces conducting “sustained” mil'itary operations 
under recognized control. To qualify tlrelanermust 
also control part of tbe territory of the country 
concerned. Such forces would be required to 
tfoserve the same rules that tbe protocol enjoins on 
other combatants. Tbe second protocol excludes 


riots and simflar sporadic disturbances. 

It is not difficult to see why the major powers 
have dragged their feet on ratifications, tbe first 
protocol raises awkward questioos ,about general 
war plans for Bttacks on industrial ai^ communica- 
tions centers containing large civilian populations. '

Brazil’ s military lashes out at opposition

RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil — 
BrariTs military has stepped up its verbal attacks 
on leftist candidates in next month's general elec- 
tions. raising concerns about the possibility of inter- 
vention in the political process by the armed forces.

Tbe military blames Brizola for tbe“ine$^' that 
existed before the 1 964 roup. At that tinae Brizola 
was governor of the southern state of Rio Grande 
do Sul and tried to rally the country to support his 
late brotiier-in-law, President Joao Goulart, whose 
government has eventually deposed by tbe coup. 

Since lus return to SraziL Brizola has openly 
campaigned asa victim of tbe 1 964 coup, emphasiz- 
ing his support for Goulaifs coustitutiooal gov- 
ernment ,ind bis resulting years of exile.

Britain's spy agencies — the intelligence- 
gathering M16, also known as the Secret 
hitelUgeoce Service, and the counterespion- 
. age M15, or Security Service, have produced 
.embarrassments for a succession of British 
, governments. Most of the damage has been 
traced to a small group of intellectuals at 
.Cambridge Univerrity who were converted 
to communism in the 1930s. An educadon at 


Britain's ancient and tradition-bound 
’‘public'' schools and then at Cambridge and 
Oxford was a good ticket into a world of 
intrigue that demanded bright minds, loyalty 
and discretion. The imcUigunce services, like 
the government, became populated with old 
Etonians. One of them was Anthony Blunt, a 
world-renowned an historian who acted as a 
talent spotter for the Soviet KGB while serv- 
ing as a wartime intelligence officer. While a 
professor at Cambrid^ during the 1930s, 
Blunt was a member of a semi-secret society 
know'n as the Apostles. Among student 
members of the society who came under 
Blunt's influence were Guy Burgess, Donald 
Maclean and Leoilong, all of whom were to 
become Soviet operatives. 

Another member was Michael Whitney 
Straight, who in 1963 confessed to the U.S. 
Federal Bureau of Investigation that be had 
Supplied information to ^viet Union. He 
named Blum as a recruiter and Long as one of 
those recruited. Both Blunt and Long, later a 
film director, confessed to MIS in 1964, but 
neither was ever prosecuted. It was not until 
more than a decade later, in 1980, that the 
government publicly identified Blunt as a 
former Soviet spy. By that time he was an 
Mstorian to Queen Elizabeth 11, making his 
exposure even more of a political bombshell. 

The government exposed Blunt after he 
was linked to a treacherous chain dating to 
1951, when Burgess, a spy based in Washing- 
ton, and Maclean, a high- ranking intelligence 
offinr in London, defected to Moscow as 
iflv'estigators closed in on them. In 2963. 
Harold ‘‘Kim’' Philby, iben a British spy in 
Beirut, also fled to Moscow after apparently 
being lipped that he was about to be unco- 
vered asa double agent. Blunt had met Philby 
in 1961, but denied that he was the one who 
tipped him. The damage done by Blunt, who 
is telieved to have worked for the KGB for 
30 years, has not been made public. But he 
and his fellow operatives may well have 
jeopardized the lives of many British agenLs 
and distorted Western foreign policy deci- 
sions for decades. 

The Cambridge-bred spy scare, always 
simmering beneath the surfece of British 
politics, came to a boil again last year. In a 
series of newspaper articles that stunned the 
nation, espionage specialist Chapman 
Pincher alleged that a former director- 
general of MIS, the late Sir Roger Hollis, had 
been a double agent for the KGB 

Mrs. Thatcher conceded that Hollis, who 
headed M15 from 19S6 until his retirement 
in 1 965 and had taken part in the interroga- 
tion of Blunt, had twice been invesri^ted as a 
possible spy. But sbe said both inquiries had 
failed to producejJTOof. 

The latest scandal raises questions about 
whether Western security is stiD at risk.

Surprised beyond words, 1 asked for more 
details, especially about the character I am 
to immonalize on the silverscreen.‘*Wen,” 
without batting an eyelid he said "We are 
making a documentary film about the care- 
less attitude of people toward public prop- 
erty, causing lot of avoidable inconvenience 
to themselves.

I was 
more worried about my camera shyness. I 
also thought of the period when after view- 
ing Bun Lancaster in Tke Crimson Pirate I 
dreamed of the day I would become a film 
celebrity. Here is my chance. I thought. If 
Roben Redford can do it, wby can't I? 

Though nervous, next day I presented 
myself in time for the shooting at a location 
12 kms from Madinah Road. The camera 
staned roQing after the director gave me the 
script and some briefing. Everything went 
on well until the director ordered a reshot of 




the first scene. But 1 was not at feult. My 
voice was not well recorded due to an over- 
sight on the part of the usually diligent 
cameraman. 

Meanwhile, the site was burning like a 
hot furnace under the scorching sun. Once 
again, I entered the car, drove around the 
block, stepped out and approached the 
telephone booth. It went smoothly until I 
stumbled on a wire and slipped. The exasp- 
erated director gave me a stem look and 
asked me to do everytUng all over again. 
The Almighty seemed to have beard my 
prayers and rhio^ went according ropl^. 

We all trooped back into one car and 


headed for the next shooting site which was 
on a busy street comer. I got out of the car 
nonchalantly and looked at the cameraman 
getting lead'y for the next shot. Cars were 
slowing down and people were sticking 
their heads out of the windows to find out 
what was going on. 

Suddenly a shout from one of the cars 
made me turn around. It was a friend of 
mine but hardly the one I wished to sec at 
that particular moment. "What on earth is 
going on here?" he asked me. 

"Well, we arc in the midst of shooting a

"But where are the actors. Embarras- 
singly, I told him 1 am the leading man and 
the only actor in the film. What followed 
was a hysterical laughter and a daunting 
remark which he kept on repeating; “So. 
you are a film star?" Why doesn’t he shut up 
and leave me alone, 1 thought furiously. But 
he went on repeating the same question 
with unconcealed malice until 1 became the 
ol^ct of the uninviied attention of a crowd. 

The shooting over, 1 begged leave of the 
directorwho was insisting I stay back. 1 told 
him 1 had an appointment with my boss, left 
tbe unit uttering incohereni words and 
walked across the street, still under the 
intense gaze of curious onlookers. 1 got into 
my car and made a mad dash in search of a 
cold drink store. Luckily I did find one 
within five minutes. There was no time for 
niceties. So, much to the surprise and con- 
sternation of the shopkeeper I opened the. 
ice box, got hold of a large bottle of orange 
juice and took it in one full gulp. After 
emptying the contents I wiped the sweat off 
my face and looked at the poor shopkeeper 
who wassUU wondering whether I had come 
from the Empty Quarter. 

There was no time for an explanation. 
While going back to my car. my thoughts 
were centered on tbe matinee idols, fam- 
ous and not so famous. If this is what it takes 
to act in a short film, what about big ones! 

"No, sir. I can never do it!" With these 
words I pur the final seal on my ambition to 
become a cine actor. v

Unabashedly derigned for rich 
jet-set types, or those who aspire to such 
heights, the/n WorU Guide is now in Its fourth 
edition with some 40,000 copies sold. *‘1( is 
the world's most expensive pocketbook,” the 
author says while claiming that, at 1 0 cents a 
page, it’s a bargain. 

"The price is phflanthropic. The typeset- 
ting bill alone comes to $90,000," said 
Fl^beiner-ZeDmaun, taking another sip of 
his high-priced orange juice. A world-weary 
traveler may give other definitions of what 
constitutes phUanthrophy, or a bargain, and 


may also note there are other, far less expen- 
sive, travel books about. But/n WoridGuuk 
is irrefutably the only one that tries to com- 
bine Oscar Wilde's wit with traditional Ger- 
manic thoroughness. Hence this paragraph 
on life in Duesseldorf: "Even pleasure is bus- 
iness: The all-out carnival is taken so seri- 
ously that fun and enthusiasm seems to have 
been organized by the town hall or trade 
unions."

unsuspecting African countries, aceoniing to 
Andy cetley, a ranking official of the 
London-based War on Want. 

Last Sept. 1 2. stocks of drugs banned bv a 
new drug law were supposed to be destrovcd. 
Two days before. ICI (a British finni app'lied 
to the local Food and Drugs Administration 
(PDA) to export tetracycline syrup described 
by a government expert committee as 
"unsuitable for children." 

Chetley says this was to be re-exported 
from the United Kingdom to .Africa. The 
expert committee says tetracyclines should 
not be taken by children under 12 years of 
age. nor by women in the later stages of pre- 
gnancy because they stain childrens tecih 
and can affect bone development. 

Chetley saysa Dutch company — Organon 
— a^ applied to export Orbalafn drops 
(anabolic steroid) to Europe, then to Africa, 
while Bangladesh Pharmaceuticals Industries 
(May and Baker, a French company) also 
planned to export banned products to Africa. 
9S3in ihrottgh Europe. 

Chetley is the health director of War on 
Want, a respected anti-poverty group which 
has campaigned heavily, among other things, 
against the promotion of bottle-feeding. 
Chetley is also the author of an acclaimed 
book rke Babj KiBer Scandal which exposed 
the growing number of infant deaths and 
malnutrition traced to improper bottle- 
feeding. "The banned drugs need not even go 
to the mother companies in Europe, but can 
be diverted anytime once they are out of 
Bangladesh," he says. 

So fat, the FDA strongly feels against the 
export applications. Still, the FDA insists that 
the only way it will allow the exports is if they 
are labeled "should have been destroyed in 
Bangladesh." Even then, the banned drugs 
have not been destroyed. 

The drugs are part of about half of the 
3.500 drugs in the Bangladesh market which 
did not meet the expert committee's 16 
criteria, from the prohibition of codeine fa 
narcotic derivative) to the requirement that a 
multinational drug company to sell in Bang- 
ladesh, it must have its own local factory. The 
criteria set by the National Expert Commit- 
tee on Drugs and Drug Policies, including its 
recommendations, was later adopted by a 
new drug ordinance released by the govern- 
ment last June. 

Under the new law, 1 ,700- plus drugs were 
prohibited from the market, out of which 1 74 
were made by the eight major multinational 
drug companies which make about 75 per- 
cent of all products sold in Bangladesh. While 
the products of foreign companies comprise 
only about 1 0 percent of the restricted drugs, 


(hey have a much higher share of (oral 
national sales, and these companies are 
naturally worried. They have also strongly 
opposed the new law. . 

If Bangladesh has its way, it will be the first 
developing country to succeed in eliminating 
bad. indifferent and overpriced drugs, in the 
face of a market dominated by foreign com- 
panies and where private medicine is profit- 
able. 

Last August, the U.S. was accused of put- 
ting pressure on Bangladesh to ease on the 
new law, reportedly with the prodding of 
affected American drug companies. The 
U.S.-based Interfaith Center for Corporate 
Responsibility, for instance, charged that the 
U.S. threatened to use food aid as a lever. 
The U.S. State Department denied this, 
although it admitted that it urged Bangladesh 
to delay the law's implementation, saying it 
was U.S. responsibility to protect the inter- 
ests of U.S. companies overseas. 

The new law affects all major drug produc- 
ers because the ban extends to imports. Cri- 
tics feel that these foreign companies from 
five countries — with total sales worth S4U.5 
million in 1981 — will pressure their gov- 
ernments to apply or threaten sanctions, or 
withdraw cooperation on a w ide range of aid. 
trade and military assistance. "Although it is 
easy to say. the threat need not even be said," 
says Chetley. "Bangladesh is obviously very 
dependent on say, food aid." 

As the Health Action International (HAl) 


puts it. the industry fears the Bangladeshi 
initiative "will sci a precedent which other 
developing countries will follow." The HAl is 
a network of more than SO research, con- 
sumer and action groups worldw'tde who are 
intcresicd on drugs policy and their effect on 
the Third World. 

Miiitinationai drug companies expect 
about one-third of their total turnover to 
come from Third World countriesby the end 
of the next decade, and Bangladesh is a bad 
example. For instance, Bangladesh banned a 
Glaxo product (Piriion Linctus) it considers 
of little or no therapeutic value. But a recent 
survey has shown that the same product is the 
most widely prescribed drug at the Kenyatta 
National Hospital. 

The eight-man expert committee itself was 
set up last April to evaluate all pharmaccuci- 
cal products and formulate a draft national 
drug policy. Ii promptly pointed out that 
existing drug laws fnotabiy the 194U Drug 
Act) were "outdated and grossly inadequ- 
ate." For one, price controls were unsuccess- 
ful at retail or any level while the 20 govern- 
ment inspectors cannot oversee the opera- 
tions of 14.UUU retail pharmacies and 1,200 
wholesalers. 

it also noted that nearly one-thrid of the 
money consumers spent oa medicine was 
used to buy "useless, unnecessaiy and at 
times harmful drugs." The committee 
reported that the national economy is dam- 
^ed by the fsulure to controi the muitina- 


tional companies' transfer of technology, 
restrictive business practices and purchasing 
and licensing agreements. It said these com- 
panies " are engaged mostly in the formula- 
tion of simple drugs including many useless 
products" while importation of finished 
drugs accounts for atwut 20 percent of the 
nation's drug bill. 

The expert committee called for new drug 
laws and recommended a stronger drug 
administration. It suggested that action be 
taken to identify a "limited list of 150 essen- 
tial drugs considered adequate for most 
therapeutic purposes" and a list of another 
ItM) supplementary drugs needed for more 
sopbteticated levels of health care. It also 
proposed yearly reviews of all drugs on the 
maricet, to grant licenses to new products 
only when these were "considered essential 
and relevant to health needs." 

The committee also proposed a policy 
where drugs for the country's major healfri 
problems are made available at ail. times, 
drug prices are low as well as made locally, 
while useless, non-essential and harmful 
drup are eliminated from the market. The 
drug industry quickly protested, saying they 
were not given adequate representation. The 
government responded wreh a review com- 
mittee composed exclusively of mQhaiy doc- 
tors who did not have, critics say, the experi- 
ence of the original committee. 

ITie HAl charges that the review commit- 
tee and health oflfa'als were lobbied by

Bangladesh Mrs. Jaiie Coon. Last Aug. 12. 
the review commiitee's repoh' — not made 
public — recommended major changes in 
policy, primarily easing up the restrictions. 
The government threw out the review com- 
mittee's findings a week later. 

However, the government allowed back 40 
banned drugs, from a pill which relieves 
toothache to a simple cough syrup. It also 
extended the deadline up to Sept. 12 when 
banned drugs are suppos^ to have been des- 
troyed immediately after the new law was 
adopted. Dn;^ which were to be reformu- 
lated were 'given nine months, instrad of 
three, before they are allowed back to the 
market. The market was also asked to get rid 
of drugs totally' considered unnecessary 
within 18 months, instead of the original six 
months. 

"The drug industry," says Chetley. “is 
expected to minimize tte law’s effects in the 
next few months, lobbying for the exclusion 
of the most provable ones from the list of 
banned drugs." Of the 174 banned drugs 
made by tbe eight major multinational com- 
panies, 41 are covered by a profaibtrion on 
antibiotics in combination with other antibio- 
tics or vitamins, including a number of liquid 
syrup tetracycline for cb^ren. 

■ Drugs may not be imported if adequate 
quantities of similar or identical drugs are 
locally produced. Some 550 products are 
prohibited for tf^ reason, affectingover 120 
companies from 22 countries exporting to 
Bangladesh. Production of antacicls and vit- 
amins has been assigned to local companies 
so multinationals are free to concentrate on 
more sophisticafod products. The impact of 
this restiictioD is considerable. In 1980, for 
example, vitamin and antacid products con- 
tributed 45 percent of the total turnover of 
Squibb-Ban^adesh. 

The government decision is, in facL in line 
with the World Health Organization's 
( WHO) program on essenti^ drugs ‘which — 
due to financial oonstiaihts — urges that 
drugs always made available should be cheap, 
effechve, safe and those needed for most 
health problems. Tbe program urees coun- 
tries to adopt a list of essentia drugs which 
the WHO has scaled down to less than. SOO 
priority drugs needed at all' times. One way to 
lessen drug prices is to eliminate competition . 
by using o^y generic names instead of brand 
names. 

" We have been pushing tbe WHO (for an 
endorsemem) since we heard of the new 
policy in May." s^s Chetley. "But we got 
wishy-washy comments from Geneva. WHO 
Director-General Halfdan Mahler, while in 
Dacca in early September, congratulated 
Bangladesh on taking steps to put its drug 
house in order in. line with, WHQ. policy."

U.N. vote demands Viet pullout 


UNITEDNATIONS,Oct.29{AP) -The 
General Assembly, for the fbunh consecu- 
tive year, called for withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Cambodia on Thursday by the 
largest majority yet. 

The vote was 105-3 with 20 abstentions. It 
marked the assembly's first action on the 
situation in Cambodia since the formation of 
a coalition government headed by Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk in opposition to the 
Cambodian regime maintained in Phnom 
Penh by Vietnamese troops. 

The votes for simDar resolutions were 
lOU-25 with 19absentk)nson Oct. 21, 1^81: 
bt7'23 with 22 abstentions on Oct. 22, J98U, 
and 91-21 whh 29 absentions on Nov. 14. 
1979. 

The voting followed a three-day debate. 
Prince Sihanouk, president of Democratic 
Kampuchea in the four-month-old coalition 
government, pressed the ‘'yes” button on the 
recorded vote. 

The coalition is the latest successor to the 
Pol Pot government, which took over the 
country in 1975 and is accused of killing 
thousandsof Cambodians in social revolution 
before the Vietnamese Army drove it out of 
the capital almost four years later. 

In the resolution adopted Thursday, the 
assembly says solution of the Cambodian 
problem requires "withdrawal of all foreign 


forces from Kampuchea, the restoration of its 
independence, sovereignty and territorial 
integrity, the right of iIk Kampuchean peo- 
ple to determine their own future and the 
commitment of all states to non- 
interference” in Cambodia’s internal affairs. 

The resolution also calls for the reconven- 
ing '*at an appropriate time” of the interna- 
tional conference on Cambodia held here 
July 13-17, 1981, and appeals'Toallstatesof 
Southeast Asia and others concerned to 
attend future sessions of the conference. Vie- 
tn^, Laos, the Soviet Union and Soviet- 

Caterpillars invade 

JAKARTA, Oct. 29 (R) - Villagers 
living around central Java's erupting 
Galunggung volcano are now trying to 
cope with a second blow from nature — a 
plague of caterpillars. 

Reports from the region, where 
thousands of acres of folds have been 
ruined by layers of grey volcanic ash. say 
untold numfors of black and red caterpil- 
lars appeared 'overnight and began to 
munch their way through what little vege- 
tation pokes above the ash.

allied countries generally boycotted the first 
conference. 

Other provisions call for donor countries to 
continue providing relief to the Cambodians, 
especially along the Thai-Cambodian border, 
and ask U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar to “exercise his good officesf' 
toward a comprehensive political settlement. 

The resolution "urges the countries of 
Southeast Asia, once a comprehensive politi- 
cal solution to the Kampuchean problem is 
achieved, to exert renewed efforts to establ- 
ish a zone of peace, freedom and neutrality in 
Southeast Asia.” 

It “reiterates the hope that, following a 
comprehensive political solution, an inter- 
governmental committee will be established 
to consider a program’’ of aid to Cambodia 
for “the reconstruction of its economy and 
for the economic and social development of 
all states in the region.” 

The outcome was yet another victory for 
members of ASEAN, the Association of 
South-East Asian Nations, which includes 
the Philippines. Indonesia. Malaysia. Thai- 
land and Singapore. Ambassador Tommy 
T.B. Koh of Singapore, speaking for them 
before the vole, said they were against Viet- 
nam's occupation of Cambodia because it 
violated U.N. charter principles that uphold 
the sovereignty of states. 


Examiners studying 
if CIA tipper poisoned 

WASHINGTON. Ocl. 29 (R) - Medical 
examiners were trying to find out if a former 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) officer 
was fatally poisoned before he could testify' in 
the trial of anotehr ex-CIA agent on charges 
of aiding Libyan terrorists, police said. 

Police were trying to trace the movements 
of the victim. Kevin MuJeahy, during his last 
days and locate two women reported to have 
visited him last week at a hotel cabin In rural 
Virginia, the local sheriffs oEEice said. Mul- 
cahy s partly clad, unmarked body was found 
outside the cabin T uesday, sparking investig- 
ations into whether he was murdered to pre- 
vent him from testifying at the trial of ex-CIA 
agent Edwin Wilson next month. 

Mulcahy, who once worked for the CIA as 
a communications expert, later joined W'fl- 
son's fnivate export firm. He became con- 
cerned the fum was dealing illegally with 
Libyan terrorists and went to the authorities, 
according to published reports. His charges 
resulted in an investigation that led to Wil- 
son's indictment, the reports said. 

“ We're looking into whether he was mur- 
dered to prevent his testifying,' an FBI 
spokesman told Reuters. Mulcahy was the 
second potential witness in the trial to die. 
Earlier this year a Cuban ^eged -to have 
plotted an assassination with Wilson died in a 
boat explosion in Miami that was later ruled 
an accident.

"The main blame fi«r this falls on ruling 
circles of the U.S.A. with their dangerous yet 
equally hopeless effcm to gain military 
superiority over the staU'Sttf the Warsaw Pact 
and with their continual interference in ihe 
internal affairs ttf other states." the e«*m- 
munique said.

The court sentenced Jurey Zelichowski. a 
32-year-old farmer, to four years for plan- 
ning ifv hijack .ind htinJedthe same sentence 
to Lech Riimanski. a 2n-ycar-uld eleeirician 
who the court said Tired two shots at guards 
on ihc plane when ii was seized last April 3u 
on a domestic flight from Wroclaw to W ar- 
saw. 

Officials said at the time that two guards 
were slighilv injured :n the melee when the 
hija L-kers seized the plane and overpowered 
four security personnel. 

The court sentenced four other Poles, iden- 
tified as Jerzy Oncarck. Marian Pictrzyk. 
Jan-T:idetKZ Piotruwski and 1'adcusz Szajer. 
nrceisvd three and a half year sentences. A 
seventh man. house painter Zbigniew 
Michalzvk. 21. was sentenced to three years. 


None of the accused showed any emotion on 
hearing the verdict. 

.An eighth man involved in the hijacking. 
Krzysztof Burski, 21, was sentenced to 30 
months in jail by a West Berlin youth coun 
.Aug. 2 for endangering air traffic. 

The hijacking triggered the biggest mass 
defection to the West of any of the six hijacks 
of Polish planes to West Berlin since 
December 1980. Twenty-eight of the 52 pas- 
sengers and five crew members on board 
remained in the W'esL many of them relatives 
of the hijackers. 

Fisc of the hijackeni told the coun that 
they were memters of Solidarity and took 
their action because they feared repression 
following the imposition of martial law in 
Poland Iasi December. 

The coun' s verdict followed the pattern of 
previous sentences passed against Polish 
hijackers in West Berlin by going below the 
minimum Tivc-ycar penalty for serious crimes 
against air tralTic. 

Explaining the verdict, the coun said it 
viewed the accused not as criminals, but as 
people conscious of the risk they took and the 
punishment that awaited them.

U.S.jS, Africa 
getting closer 

PRETORIA. South Africa. Oct. 29 (AP) 
— The United States and white minority- 
ruled Sc>uth Africa signed a technic^ agree- 
ment covering privileges of their diplomats 
Thursday, signaling another small step 
toward warmer relations between the two 
nations. 

The ceremony involving South African 
Foreign Minister Pik Botha and U.S. Ambas- 
sador Herman W. Nickel followed a periled of 
chilly relations caused by former LLS. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's foreign policy emphasis 
on human rights. 

The 62-page document, called a "consular 
convention." has to be ratified by the United 
States Senate, which may object to any new 
treaties with South Africa, no matter how 
non-poiilical. 

Nickel said the document regularizes the 
way the South African Embassy in Washing- 
ton deals with South Africans in the United 
States and the way the U.S. Embassy pro- 
vides services for U.S. citizens here.

For eeaing unemployment 


VIENNA, Ocl 29 (Agencies) — US. offi- 
nals said Friday they had £ail^ to gain any 
indication from Soviet negotiators of how 
much grain Moscow is interested in buying 
over.tfae next 12 months. 

Following the. conclusion of talks Thurs- 
day, U.S. negotiators said they confinned 
pF^ident Ronald Reagan's offer to sharpiv 
increase ^in sales to the So^*t Union, but 
bad received no definite reply. 

"No firm figures were given," said U.S. 
delegation chief &eley Lodwick. under- 
secretary' of agneuiture for international 
affairs. " Based on our talks, however, I do 
believe that, in view of both the steps being 
^en to resume expansion of livestock feed- 
ing, and the continued improvement of hand- 
ling capacity for import'mg grains, large 
imports will continue,*' he said in a prepared 
statement. 

After talks adjourned Thursday, chief 
Soviet negotiator l^ris Goieddv said it was a 
good bargaining tactic not to commit the 
Soviet Union to specific purchase amounts in 
advance. "Like any commercial man 1 will 
take the right time to buy cheap and sell 
dear.he told reporters. 

Under the existing agreement Moscow 
piaces orders for American grain and buys at 
the then-current inlemationa] market price. 

At a press conference, Lodwick stressed 
the talks were consultative, meaning that 
failure to reach agreement did not mean the 
Soviets had rejected the American offer. 
However, U.S. officials previously said they 
hoped for some reaaion to the Reagan 
aruiouncement. 

Under the present agreement, which has 
been extended for 12 months to next Sep- 
tember, the United States will sell the Soviet 
Union six to eight million tons of grain in the 


current crop year. President Reagan recently 
offered Moscow another 13 million ions, 
making a possible 23 million tons. 

No ofificial details of the Soviet Union's 
likely harvest or import requirements have 
emerged from the Kremlin, but the Interna- 
tional Wheat Council in lA'^ndon is forecast- 
ing a crop of ISU million tons. It forecasts 
Soviet imports at 39 million. 

Grain traders say that the Soviet Union 
would rather buy from anyone other than the 
Americans and Soviet officiuls say that Mos- 
cow is unwilling to become dependent on 
U.S. imports. 

Arab banks lend

PARIS. Oct. (AFP) — Seven Arab 
banks contributed $70i.> million to the S4 bil- 
lion credit line extended to France by an 
international consortium of 34 banks, 
authoritative .Arab sources have said.

U,K. industry 
in doldrums 

LON DON, Oct. 29 ( AP) — A survey of 
1.7U0 of Britain's top businesses shows 
industrial output, new orders and business 
confidence has slumped further over the 
past three months, the Confederation of 
British industry said Friday. 

Sir JameS'Cleminsoc, chainnan of the 
economic committee of the confederation 
which represents 200,UtX) member^firms, 
said the survey gave rise to "very serious 
concern." It was the latest of a series of 
increasingly gloomy reports from British 
business which the CBl said was"starving 
to death." 

It added that if the government did not 
take immediate action to bring down 
interest rates and cut the value of the 
pound, there w'lU be " more impons, less 
exports, fewer people emi^yed and more 
firms going out of business.** The firms 
surveyed account for half of the country’s 
manfucturing exports and half the jobs in 
manufecturing industry. 

. The survey showed that orders and out- 
put were declining and fimfaer declines 
are expected. Seventy six percent of firms 
said they were working below capacity, 94 
percent told of a shortage of new orders 
and 79 percent said they have lee than 
four months of assured new orders. 

The report concluded: “These results 
confirm the deterioration in demand 
levels and activity rates apparent since 
earlier this year for manufac^ng indus- 
try." 

The report issued in advance of the 
opening on Sunday of the C3fs annual 
convention in Eastbourne was aimed as a 
funher denial of the Conservative gov- 
ernment's contention that a recovery was 
Ltinder way. 


EEC to spend $670m more 


STRASBOURG, Oct. 29 (Agaocies) 
7*he European Parliament voted to increase 
spending in the community next year far 
beyond tbe limits set by national govern- 
ments. 

After seven hours of voting Thursday on 
hundreds of amendments to the Common 
Markers 1983 budget, parliament agreed to 
boost spending by about S670 million, more 
than twice they bad been ^ven 1^ budget 
ministers.

U.S. steel imports 
dip by 18 percent 

WASHINGTON. Oct. 29 (AFP) — Steel 
imports into the United States la^ month 
dropped 18 percent compared to August, 
mainly because of a big fall in imports from 
Japan, the American Iran and Steel Institute 
has announced. 

It said that September’s imports totaled 
1.19 tnillioo tons. Imports from Japan fell 34 
percent to 352,900 tons — down from 8.8 to 
5-9 percent of the U.S. market. 

Steel imports from the European 
Economic Cbmmunity last month rose 6.1 
percent to 386.300 tons — 6.5 peicent of tbe 
U.S. markeL 

Over the first nine months of tbe year, steel 
imports 'into the United States reached 13.2 
ffitUbn tons — 9.1 percent down on tbe cor- 
responding period of 1981- This represented 
24.1 percent of the U.S. market, up from 20.4 
percent last year.

PARIS. OcL 29 (R) — Independent ship 
owners will scrap a record tonnage of tankers

If 
thi« occurred, the worid tanker market would 
improve he added.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP) — The 
United States and some of hs best friends in 
Southeast Asia are at an impasse in a healed 
controversy over the continued disposal of tin 
from the U.S. strategic stockpile. 

Malaysia, Indonesia and Thailand — pro- 
ducers of 52 percent of the world’s tin output 
— have appealed repeatedly and directly lo 
the highest U.S. authorities for an immediate 
halt to stockpile sales because of severely 
depressed world prices for the metal. 

The United States responds by saying it is 
trying to dispose of a fraction of its massive, 
muUi-biUion dollar tin hoard in a way that 
does not disrupt the market. 

Unsatisfied. Malaysia's Prime Minister 
Mahathir Bin Muhammad, whose country is 
the world's leading tin producer, biticreiy 
complained to the current meeting of the 
U.N. General Assembly: 

"The United States maintains a stockpile 
ostensibly for strategic (meaning security) 
reasons.. .but the administration of this 
reserve clearly is not tnfluertced by problems 
of strategy'. The stockpile is merely a rich 
nation's monopolistic weapon, used to 
depress prices of commodhies for the benefit

U.S. leading

W.ASHINGTON. Oct. 29 (AP) — A key 
government economic forecasting gauge rose 
0.5 percent in September, reversing an 
August decline and sending a positive new 
signal for rccoverv' from the recession, gov- 
emmem figures indicated Friday. 

In addition to being apparent good news 
for the national economy, the new gain in the 
index of leading indicators was hound to be 
welcomed by U.S. President Ronald Reagan, 
whose economic policies are a main issue in 
Tuesday’s congressional elections. 

The September increase in the index fol- 
lowed an August decline of 0.2 percent that 
had inicmipted four straight months ofgains, 
Friday's Commerce Department report said. 
A commerce statement accompanying the 
repon said, "gains in the leading index since 
March imply a relatively moderate near-term 
recovery in industrial production." 

The statement, which was not credited to 
any official by name, reiterated Reagan’s 
contention that t he economic problems of the 
past 15 months were inherited rather than 
caused by his administration. "Rapid infla- 
tiun and high interest rates were the problems 
which brought on this recession, and their 
recent easing has set the stage for recovery," 
it said 

Paris urges free 
but fair trade 

BRUSSELS. Oct. 29 (AP) - France sub- 
mitted a paper to its nine European 
Economic (Tommuniiy (EEC) partners Fri- 
day urging them to press for free but fair 
trade at next month's ministerial meeting of 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(G.AIT) in Geneva, an EEC source said. 

The source said the document's moderate 
tone surprised some EEC officials w*ho said 
they had expected the paper to reflect French 
Foreign Trade Minister Michel JoberYs criti- 
cal view of G.ATT which be expressed at a 
meeting in Luxembourg this week. 

I'he paper said the free trading system that 
has developed since the end of the Second 
World War II can be maintained only if it is 
"mutually profitable," said the source, who 
asked not to be named. 

He said the paper favors a reinforcemeiuof 
G.ATT disciplines. 


Despite Socialist win 

Spain stock prices stay firm 


.MADRID. Oct. 29 (R) — The stock 
market reacted calmly Friday to the elec- 
tion of Spain's first left-wing government in 
over 40 years, apparently reassured by 
Socialist pledges of moderate polictes to 
tackle the country's economic problems. 

Socialist leader Felipe Gon^ez prom- 
ises none of the sweeping structural changes 
carried out by the Soci^ist government of 
President Francois Mitterrand in France 
and plans only to nationalize the country's 
power grid. 

Stock prices were generally firm and tbe 
Madrid bourse index closed 8.30 points 
higher Friday at 83.22 following the Social- 
ists' sweeping election victory Thursday. 

But tbe peseta slumped to a new low of 
1 1 7.55 to the doDar from 1 1 6.90 Thursday, 
although foreign exchange dealers said its 
weakness largely reflected tbe dollar’s 
strength against all major currencies. 

The Socialist leader has said be will cut 
uneployment from its current 16 percent 
and bring inflation down from 14.7 percent 
by boosting industrial and private invest- 
ment, shortening the working week and 
introducing early retirement. "Public 
invesimenr will act as the economy's 


motor" he said. 

Socialist Party number two Alfonso 
Guerra said Thursdt^ night that cutting 
Spain’s jobless total of some two million 
would be the governmenfs main economic 
priority. The Socialists plan to create 
200,000 jobs annually over the next four 
years and is still a "d<^ of enthusiasm" in 
rndustiy and small businesses, he said. 

Bankers have not generally welcomed 
the prospect of a left-wing government, but 
initial fears that their activiries would be 
curbed and their profits channelled into 
state projects have subsided. 

“I think the whole thing has been over- 
blown and there is not going to be a huge 
change," a foreign banker said here. A 
spokesman for the Madrid bourse, one of 
the country’s four stock exchanges, said 
small falls could be expected over the next 
few days as operators assessed the implica- 
tions of the Socialists' policies. 

But generally the market was optimistic 
that tbe new government would help bourse 
investmenu he added. "If I had money I 
would put it on the stock exchange," Gon- 
zalez said late in the election campaign.

As 1986 World Cup hosts 

Havelange throws damper on Brazil’s hopes 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil Oct. 29 (AP) 
— International soccer Federation (FIFA) 
President Joao Havelange cooled Braadlian 
hopes of holding the 1986 World Soccer Cup 
and said the World Championship is ” more 
than just playing soccer.” 

In a speech before the rotary club here 
' Wednesday, the president of the world's gov- 
, eming soccer body listed half a dozen reasons 
why Brazil might not qualify as the new site of 
the Cup, following (ifolombia's withdrawal 
th^ week. 

Havelange cited security, communications, 
transportation and hotel accommodations as 
among the areas Brazil must improve if it 
wants to host the 24-team tournament. “The 
Woiid Cup is not just soccer," he said. “FIFA 
presents a list of 12 requirements that candi- 
date countries must fulfill.” 

Colombian president Belisario Betancur 
called those requirements “extravagancies” 
when he announced Monday that his 
economically-troubled country was dropping 
plans to host the Cup. 


Havelange said he was”surprisecr by Col- 
p^ia'sjwithdrawal, but added that^FIFA 
would not comment until it received written 
confirmation of the decision. Brazil immedi- 
ately reconfirmed it wanted to sponsor the 
Cup in Colombia's place. Other strong can- 
didates include the United States, Canada 
and Mexico. 

Asked what Brazils chances were. 
Havelange was not encouraging. “First ul 
all,” he said, “ Let me point out that the Cup 
wiU not necessarily be held in South America, 
but rather on the American continent. We 
have.33 members in North America, South 
America and the Caribbean.” 

The FIFA official, who is a Brazilian, said 
the fact that Brazil is a three-time world 
champion and has big soccer stadiums in 
nearfy every major city was unimportant. 

“Stadiums are what matter least," 
Heavelange said. More important are “The 
obligations, of a. modern^.worid” which he 


” Another question is security,” said 
Havelange. “In this year's World' Cup in 
Spain, organizers needed 40.00U men on 
duty day and night, for 30 days.

Meanwhile, the Mexican Soccer Federa- 
tion hopes 10 enlist government support for a 
bid to host the 1986 World Cup in place of 
Colombia, says federation president Rafael 
Del Castillo.

Consider this deal played in 
a national champion^p. East 
(g)ened five clubs, vulnerable, 
and furtbermore carried on to 
six after South’s five spade 
lad. North doubled and East 
ended down one after South 
had led the ace and another 
diamond. 

Sonth was unhappy with the 
outcome, contending he could 
have ma^ the slam — worth 


980 points — against an} 

. .-defense. Against a club lead., 
he-iwould have liiffed. played s- 
diamond to tiie jack, con- 
tinued with the K-A ol 
diamonds, and ruffed a dia- 
mond in dummy to produce 
his twelfth trick. His only loser 
would have been a trump. 

West challenged this state- 
ment, claiming he could stc^ 
the slam by leading the ace 
and another truzr^). But South 
stuck to his guns, insisting he 
would have made the slam 
despite a trump lead and of- 
fering to back his opinion with 
the traditional old family 
homestead. 

Further discussion led to the 
conclusion tl^t South was 
right. Declarer wins the se- 
cond trump lead with the six 
and returns the king of hearts, 
forcing East to cover with the 
ace. South ru&, plays a dia- 
mond to the jack, and returns 
the jack of hearts. 

When East covers with the 
queen. South ruffs and leads 
out all his trumps, reducing 
his own hand to the A-7-4 of 
dianuHids. On the last trump 
West must choose a discard 
from the Q-8-6 of diamonds 
and ten of hearts in front of 
dummy’s R-5 of diamonds and 
9-7 of hearts. West can’t 
discard successfully and 
declarer makes the slam. 

All of which explains why 
South has continued to live 
happily in his old family 
homestead! ~

Irish young man 
feared kidnapped 

BELFAST, OcL 29 (AP) — A 16-year-old 
Roman catholic youth was feared kidnapped 
by Ptotestant terrorists after an anonymous 
caller told the British Broadcasting 03rp. a 
youth bad been abducted for "iDterroga- 
.don", police said Friday. 

The reported kidnap^iing came as securi^ 
forces near Lislea, 64 kilometers southwest 
of Belfast, announced’ they had found the 
body of 55-year-oId 'Thomas Cochrane, a 
part-time Ulster Defense Regiment sergeant 
misting for a week. The outlawed, mostly 
Catholic provisional Irish Republican Army 
said earlier Friday Cochrane’s body could be 
found in a remote mountain field. A police 
spokesman said Cochrane apparently had 
been shot in the head. 

The new developments in sectarian viol- 
ence, which have claimed 12 lives in the past 
four weeks, came a day after three police 
officers were killed by a huge bomb set off by 
the IRA. Earlier this week, two Catholics and 
a Protestant were murdered in a series of 
vengeance killings.

Mrs. Thatcher said both she and Kohi 
showed "determination to safeguard peace 
with freedom and justice with a wish to be 
able to do that at a lower level of expenditure 
than uow." Reduced defease spending 
depended on "agreement at all sta^s with 
the Warsaw Pact countries, an agreement 
that would be properly veri&d,” de said. 

Kohl reiterated that West Germany stood 
by both parts of the 1979 NATO dedtioo to 
station new U.S. missiles next year if neces- 
sary but to seek agreement on reduction of 
European nuclear arms with the Soviet first. 
Discussing Poland, Kohl said both leaders 
bad agreed that humanitarian aid to Poles 
should be continued. 

On European Community matters. Mis. 
Thatcher welcomed the "good oews" that the 
EEC bad resolved its steel dispute with the 
United States and an internal budget quarrei. 
She said she hoped "most earnest^’ these

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Dingo theory 
^designed to 
hide murder^ 

DARWIN, Australia, Oct. 29 (Agen- 
cies) — Lindy Cbamberlain, who was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment Friday, by a 
jury of nine men and three women, 
claimed throughout the trial and earlier 
bearings hi courts, that a dingo (wild dog) 
carried her nine-week-old daughter 
Azaria into the bush from the fernOy tent. 
No one else saw the dingo and Azaria's 
body was never found. 

The Chamberlains claim the dingo 
entered their tent on the evening of Agu. 
17, 1980, while they were outside cook- 
ing. Mis. Chamberlain said she walked 
toward the tent after her husband beard a 
bale's cry and said she saw the animal 
coming out shaking its head. 

But the prosecution alleges that Mrs. 
Chamberlain slit her daughter's throat 
with a sharp mstrument in the femily car 
near Ayers Rock, a.monoihhic formation 
which is an aboriginal sacred site. 

It alleges that Cbamberlain helped his 
wife escape punishment by helping- her 
dispose of the body. The prosecution also 
claims that Chamberlain tried to make 
police and the coroner believe the baby 
had been killed by a dingo and to conceal 
the feet that the murder had been commit- 
ted, 

Ian Barker, a queens counsel, said that 
the claim that a dingo took Azaria was“a 
I fanciful lie” designed to conceal the mur- 
j der. Barker said Mrs. Cbamberiain had 
deliberately drawn attention to a dingo 
she had seen while sightseeing at a nearby 
cave. It was no coincidence, be said, that 
Azaria’s clothing was later found near the 
spot. He said the doifaeswere deliberately 
^ wrapped into nearby vegetation and dam- 
aged scissors to simulate a dingo attack. 

Police smd they later found significant 
traces of blood in the car despite "careful 
attempts' to clean it. 

But it was forensic evidence uncovered 
by pFoloDged studies of tbe bloodstained 
jumpsuit and singlet which eventually led 
to one of Australia's most sensational tri- 
als. Mrs. Chamberlain, 34, is doe to give 
birth to her fourth child within tbe next 
i few days. 

Tbe defense case put John Phillips, 
QC, was that the prosecution had feQed to 
prove a motive for murder after two and a 
half years of trying to coDect evidence.

Seychelles premier names plotter 


VICTORIA, Seychelles, Oct. 29 (AP) — 
President France Albert Rene has claimed 
that the former chief immigraticHi officer of 
this Indian Ocean republic was behind an 
invasion plot iavolviog 300 mercenaries, the 
Seychelles Agence Presse reported Friday. 

He told a Thursday night meeting of the 
ruling party, the Seychelles People’s Progres- 
sive Front, that the ex-dvfl servant. Gerard 
Hoareau. was questioned in London last 
week in coiuection with underground 
actiWties. 

The President charged that Hoareau was 
behind an Oct. 1 9 car explosion on Mahe, tbe 
main island, which left drad a Seydielloisand 
a white South African who were on a sabot- 
age mistion. PoHoe say the men apparently 
Uew ‘ themselves up while handling a bomb 
in the car on a secluded beach. 
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Rene said a series of bombings was plan- 
ned by Hoareau as a tactic to throw this 
Socialist country into confusion before an 
invasion 300 mercenaries. He did not say 
how he learned of the alleged plot or when 
the invasioa was to occur. 

Tbe SeycheOes' preadent also said tiiat 
Hoa^u, 31 , had replaced former President 
James Mancham as leader of an anti- 
government groiq>, . Mouvement Pour la 
Resistance, which reportedly financed an 
unsucoessfol conp att^pt last November by 
white mercenaries mainly from South Africa. 

Hbareao was chief of tbe immigiation ser- 
vice under Mancham and evenmaily left the 
Seydielles in 1 980 after being detained for 
several weeks on suspicion of plotting against 
tbe state, SAP said. The agency added that 
Hoareau en^ged in anti-Seychelles activity 
in South Africa. 

Rene edaimed that Sooth Africa has now 
banned Hoareau from entering tbe country, 
sayii^ that Pretoria has come to realize it 
cannot oootinue "getting mixed up with peo- 
ple who never succeed.” 

Gandhi emissary 
opens Sikh talks 

NEW DELHI, OcL 29 (AP) — Former 
Foreign Minister Sardar Swaran Singh 
opened formal negotiations on behalf of 
Frime Minister Ind^ Gandhi with leaders of 
a militant Sikh party spearheading a dvQ dis- 
obedience movement in India’s Punjab state. 

Tbe talks began after two days of violence 
in the northern state, where most of India's 
13 million Sikhs live. The Sikh city of Amrit- 
sar, 400 kilometers northwest of here, 
remained tense Friday, with thousands of 
armed policemen and param&hary troops 
patroizing tbe streets. 

Two persons were slain and more than 1 SO 
injured, including many policemen, late 
Tuesday in a hand grenade attack on a Hindu . 
rel^ious procession near Amritsar's Golden 
Temple. 

On Wednesday, a dissident Sikh sect 
leader was gunned down about 7S kilometeES 
east of Amritsar by three motorcycle-riding 
Sildis. 

Meanwhile, former Prime Minister Charan 
Sin g h , criticizing the governmenf s current 
negotiations with militant Sikhs, has come • 
out for a ban on reiiaious. or communal- 
based political parties. 


Labor wins in cliff-hanger 


LONDON. Oct. 29 (AP) — Britain's 
0 (^>osition Labor Party early Nday won two 
special pailiamentaiy elections, wresting a 
marginal district from tire ruling Conserva- 
tives by a handfiil of votes and retaiiung a 
Labor stronghold with a sharply redured 
majority. 

’The new centrist Social Demociatic- 
libeial Party anianoe sladied Labor's major- 
ity in tbe depressed Soutii London distxia of- 
I feckham , and in a cliff-hanger in Birming- 
ham’s Noithfield district hurt bodi major par- 
ties, taking 26 percent d tbe vote. • 

De^te Labor's victories, many observers 
saw little comfort for Labor with a wafer-tinn 
victory in Northfield where onem^oyinent 
has trebled, during Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatdier's administration. It marked the 
Conservat i ves’ first defeat by Labor at a ^pe- 
dal election in 1 3 years. 

Laborite John SpeDer, 35, moderate 
Socialist and Labor union nffieial, scraped to 
victory in once-proq>erous - Northfield, 
defeating Tory Roger Gale, 39, a releinsion 
producer, by 209 votes. 

It was an almost exact tnmaround of the 


1979 result when the 79,000-voter dis- 
trict in tbe RngHsh industrial midlands, 
dominated by politically fickle skilled work- 
ers, went Tory from Labor by 204 votes. 

SpeDer with 15.904 votes and Gale u4Lb 
15,615 each got around 36 percent of tbe 
vote. Electors deserted almost equally to the 
alKance's Stephen Rkfley, 31. an attorney, 
who got 11,453 or 26 perrent. Labor, trailing 
around 12 points tehind tbe Tories in 
national poDs, would ttot ou swbi^ 8s tiny as 
Northfield, regain power it lost in the 1979. 
ekfrtkms. Mrs. Thatcher is expected to call a 
general election next year. 

Tbe aiiianna did better in both Northfield 
. and Peckham than its national ratings show, 
but fafied to achieve the at least one-third of 
the vote overaD a new party needs for a 
breakthroc^. "Tbe aDiance has succeeded 
in getting a Labor candidates in, which is the 
danger in a general election.” Mrs. 
Tha^iet's hard-line Empfoyment Secretary 
Norman Tebbit comirianied after the North- 
field election result was announced early Fri- 
day.
